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INTRODUCTION 


This second volume of Corpus Vasorum, Sweden, treats 
vases from two Stockholm museums, Nationalmuseum (the 
National Museum) and Medelhavsmuseet (the Museum of 
Mediterranean and Near Eastern Antiquities). The first of 
these possesses the largest Swedish collection of ancient 
pottery. and also the oldest, since some of its objects were 
owned by Queen Christina in the seventeenth century. The 
history of this collection will be given in a later fascicule of 
CVA. Medelhavsmuseet has a different background. The his- 
tory of its ceramic collection is given below by Dr. Orjan 
Wikander. 

Since the vases of both museums will be displayed together 
in the future in Medelhavsmuseet, it has been decided to 
present them here as one collection. The Corinthian vases 
from both museums are thus published as one series and the 
other categories of pottery are dealt with in the same man- 
ner. 

The work of the authors was greatly facilitated by the 
museums’ fine inventory records, especially the card cata- 
logues compiled by Oscar Antonsson at Nationalmuseum and 


by Orjan Wikander at Medelhavsmuseet. Docent Pontus 
Grate and his staff at Nationalmuseum and Docent Carl- 
Gustaf Styrenius and his staff at Medelhavsmuseet have been 
mot generous in assisting us. I would like to mention in 
particular Ulf Abel and Eva Karlsson who placed the nega- 
tives at Nationalmuseum at our disposal and Christer Clason, 
Henryk Rozenberg, and Olle Lindman who took great pains 
over the copies. The photographs were taken by Kjell An- 
dersson, Olle Ekberg, Sven Nilsson and his staff, Goran 
Billeson, and Margareta Sjoblom. The profile drawings of the 
Corinthian vases are by Mary Blomberg and the figure draw- 
ings by Mikael Kihlmann who also drew the deer on the 
cover. All drawings of the Italic pottery are by Gudrun 
Eriksson. I also thank Britta Eriksson who did the layout, 
Mats Cullhed who helped with the final collation, and Mary 
Blomberg who corrected the English of the Swedish-speaking 
writers.

THE HISTORY OF THE COLLECTION OF THE MUSEUM OF 
MEDITERRANEAN AND NEAR EASTERN ANTIQUITIES

The Museum of Mediterranean and Near Eastern Antiquities 
(Medelhavsmuseet) was constituted in 1954 by uniting the 
Egyptian Museum in Stockholm and a number of collections 
containing Italian, Greek, and South West Asian material (O. 
Vessberg, ‘The Museum of Mediterranean and Near Eastern 
Antiquities, Medelhavsmuseet—A presentation’, Medelhavs- 
museet Bulletin 1, 1961, pp. 3 and 6-8). As far as classical 
Greek and Italian pottery is concerned, there are three collec- 
tions using different inventory systems: the ‘‘Comparative 
Collection’’, the Cyprus Collection, and the collection ac- 
quired by the Museum after its constitution. 

The Comparative Collection consists mainly of a number 
of private collections given to or purchased by the Royal 
Academy of Letters, History and Antiquities (Vitterhetsaka- 
demien) and the Museum of National Antiquities (Statens 
Historiska Museum) between 1743 and 1944. The first impor- 
tant one in this connection is the collection bought in 1832 
from Dr. Johan Hedenborg (MM SHM 607), including inter 
alia about 110 vases, 94 of which are still preserved—mainly 
of Cypriote origin and ranging in time from the Bronze Age to 
the Roman Empire. Otherwise, up to 1880 when the Com- 
parative Collection was formally constituted, only 45 Greek 
and Roman vases had been obtained, eight of which are now 
missing (O. Wikander, ‘The Comparative Collection. Early 
antique collecting in Sweden’, Medelhausmuseet Bulletin 16, 
1981, pp. 47-57). 

During the next twenty-eight years, only four vases and 
five sherds were acquired. During the period 1909-1911, 
however, three larger collections were obtained: sherds from 
excavations at Larisa on the Hermos (MM SHM 13713; gift 
of Lennart Kjellberg), Kadi Koi near Istambul (MM SHM 
13958 b: 1-18; bought from Ture J. Arne), and Tell Azaz in 
Syria (MM SHM 1430S: 1-15; bought from Ture J. Arne). To 
the last-mentioned collection belongs a number of Cypriote 
vases as well (MM SHM 14305: 18-25). 

Between 1916 and 1927, the Museum obtained a collection 
of Gallic terra sigillata pottery, mainly by exchange with and 
as gifts from the Musée des Antiquités Nationales at St. 
Germain-en-Laye (MM SHM_ 15701, 17354, 17457, 18368, 
18481). In the years 1925-1928 Neolithic sherds were ac- 
quired from Spain (MM SHM 18706: !I-3; exchange with the 
Musée du Cinquantenaire, Brussels, 1928), Algeria (MM 
SHM 17733:1:; exchange with M. Reygasse, 1925), Malta 
(MM SHM 18687: 1-9 and 11; gift of Crown Prince Gustav 
Adolf, 1928), and Rumania (MM SHM 17940, 18198: gifts of 
Ture J. Arne, 1926). Of particular importance ts the prehistor- 
ic material excavated at Kalopsidha on Cyprus in 1923-1925 
by Einar Gjerstad and presented by him in 1926: twelve 
entire vases and 60 boxes of sherds (MM SHM 18082; later 
reinventoried as MM 1956: 328). In the same year, Crown 
Prince Gustav Adolf gave a collection of almost a hundred 
Cypriote vases from different periods (MM SHM 
17946: 1-97). 


From 1928 onwards, the acquisitions of the Comparative 
Collection came mainly from areas east of the Mediterra- 
nean: Palestine (MM SHM 18659: 3—S: gift of Sven Hedin, 
1928), Iraq (MM SHM 1865S; gift of the Bntish Museum, 
1928), Iran (MM SHM 20562: 25, 20565: 1-7, 20984: 22-34, 
21456: 1-3; gifts of Ture J. Arne and Crown Prince Gustav 
Adolf, 1934-1936), Turkmenistan and Uzbekistan (MM SHM 
19383: 1-4 and 7; gift of Ture J. Arne, 1930). Of other acquisi- 
tions in this period, only two are worth mentioning: a collec- 
tion of terra sigillata sherds from Trier (MM SHM 21257: gift 
of Holger Arbman, 1936), and 30 sherds of Greek and Etrus- 
can pottery, originally deriving from the collection of Oscar 
Montelius (MM SHM 20785: I-11: gift of Miss A. Reuter- 
skidld, 1934). 


The Cyprus Collections consist basically of finds made by the 
Swedish Cyprus Expedition during the years 1927-1931, 
about half of which were assigned to Sweden by the Cypnote 
authorities. This extremely rich matenial, including inter alia 
about 6000 Cypriote vases ranging from Chalcolithic to Ro- 
man times, has already been published (E. Gjerstad et al., 
The Swedish Cyprus Expedition, Vols. 1-1V:3. Stockholm 
and Lund 1934-1972) and will not be treated in the CVA. 

From 1931 to 1954, the Cyprus Collections obtained addi- 
tional material, which was catalogued separately. One group 
consists of vases reconstructed later from the extensive sherd 
material (ca 5000 boxes are kept in the museum) and mostly 
not published in The Swedish Cyprus Expedition: 56 vases 
from Enkomi, Tombs 3, 7, 11, and 13, five vases from La- 
pithos, Tombs 313B and 315 B-C, and one vase from Ajia 
Irini (MM Acc 355, 673-677, 681-682. 708. 712-715, 953-955, 
958-961, 964-965). Another group consists of vases found 
during other regular excavations on Cyprus, but not pub- 
lished in The Swedish Cyprus Expedition: 39 vases from 
Galinoporni, Kalopsidha, Lapithos, Marion, and Milia (MM 
Acc 247, 367, 693, 950-952, 956-957). Cf. K. Andersson, 
‘The Cyprus Collection in the Museum of Mediterranean and 
Near Eastern Antiquities, Medelhavsmuseet, Stockholm’, 
Medelhavsmuseet Bulletin 17, 1982, pp. 17-29. 

In addition to these. 339 Cypniote vases were catalogued 
up to the Second World War. Some of these were stray finds 
from the excavations of the Swedish Cyprus Expedition, but 
most of them were gifts or purchases intended to fill up 
lacunae in the collection. Between 1949 and 1952, 44 addi- 
tional Cypriote vases were acquired as gifts of Carl Fnsk 
(MM Acc 853-864) and Miss Berit Wallenberg (MM Acc 
870-891) and by purchase at Nicosia (MM Acc 897-903, 
913-915). 

This collection was deliberately designed for Cypnote ma- 
terial only. Yet, from 1943 onwards, six Greek vases were 
acquired as gifts (MM Acc 719-721, 865, 905-906). To the 
collection have later been assigned inter alia a number of 
sherds from Tiryns (MM Acc 988, 994), eight stamped am- 


phora handles from Rhodes (MM Acc 1088-1095), and two 
groups of pottery from the Swedish excavations at Asine 
(MM Acc 1001-1086) and Larisa on the Hermos (MM Acc 
981-983)—both of them included in the publications of the 
excavations in question. 


With this background, it is obvious that the Museum at the 
time of its constitution in 1954 was in possession of extensive 
collections of Egyptian and Cypriote material, while the 
Greek and Italic collections were small and haphazard. From 
the very beginning, it was the aim of the Museum to fill this 
gap with a collection as representative as possible—a difficult 
task considering the increasing prices on the antique market 
and the extremely small funds available. 

Most credit for the realization of this undertaking must be 
given to the former Crown Prince (the later King Gustav VI 
Adolf) who since the 1920’s had actively supported Swedish 
antique collecting and excavations in the Mediterranean 
countries. The King played an important role in the constitu- 
tion of the Museum and all his life supported the efforts of the 
directors Olof Vessberg (1954-1971) and Carl-Gustaf Styren- 
ius (since 1971) in a number of ways, not least economically. 
A large percentage of the acquisitions up to 1978 are gifts 
from him. 

In 1956, four important collections of vases were acquired. 
The first was a gift from the King comprising 38 Greek and 
Roman vases ranging in time from the Mycenaean period to 
the Roman Empire (MM 1956: 1-37, 55), and also a collection 
of Islamic pottery (MM _ 1956: 38-43, 45-52, 56-57) and a 
number of prehistoric vases of varying proveniences: Egan- 
tija Gio, Persepolis, and Mohenjo Daro (MM 1956: 44, 54, 
142c-d). Another gift, from the Knut and Alice Wallenberg 
Foundation, included 35 Greek, mainly Attic, vases (MM 
1956: 2$5—283, 320-325). A Middle Bronze Age grave from 
Jericho containing 25 vases was bought from the Institute of 
Archaeology in London (MM 1956: 331-353, 392-393). 

Even more important, however, are the acquisitions made 
through an exchange with Italian authorities, including mate- 
rial from several Italian museums: four complete Etruscan 
grave groups from Cerveteri (MM 1956: 144-145, 148-151, 
153-186, 187-196), Iron Age and orientalizing pottery from 
Locri and Torre Galli (MM 1956: 210-214, 220, 222), a repre- 
sentative collection of 158 prehistoric sherds from Lipari and 
Sicily (MM 1956: 198-205, 206-208), and a collection of 472 
Greek and local sherds from Southern Italy (MM 
1956: 232-252). 

While Swedish excavation activities in the classical world 
were earlier focused in the eastern Mediterranean (notably 
Cyprus and the Argolid), in 1956 the Swedish Institute in 
Rome began excavating at San Giovenale—the first in a 
series of archaeological enterprises in Southern Etruria. 
Even though very few of the finds from these excavations 
ever came to Sweden, this shifting of interest did affect the 
collections of the Museum to the benefit of the pre-Roman 
Italic material. This development started with the Italian 
exchange in 1956 and was to continue for at least ten years. 

An important number of Italian Iron Age and Etruscan 
vases were given by the King personally (MM _ 1957: 14; 
1958: 1; 1960: 7, 1S—20, 22-23: 1961: 3-6, 8-10; 1962: 2-3, 5-6, 
14; 1963: 3-7; 1964: 2-9: 1965: 34-37; 1974: 28). Others were 
acquired as gifts from other donors (MM _ 1957:3; 1960: 9; 
1961:14; 1965:31; 1974:5; 1980:12) or purchased (MM 


1958: 10-11, 14; 1960: 3; 1963:8; 1966:6; 1972: 7; 1980: 1, 20). 
Moreover, five more grave groups were acquired through the 
agency of the King: a Latial Iron Age grave from Castel 
Gandolfo (MM 1957: 6-12) and Etruscan graves from Cerve- 
teri (MM_ 1959: 12-13, 15-43) and Vulci (MM _ 1965: 1-8, 
10-22, 27-28, 38-43). 

The King presented a number of vases from other parts of 
the classical world as well: an Attic Geometric horse pyxis 
(MM 1974: 7), Corinthian pottery (MM 1964: 10; 1969: 12-13; 
1970:1; 1974:20-21), Attic black figure (MM _ 1962:7; 
1964: 11; 1968: 123; 1969: 14; 1974: 22-23), an Attic red figure 
cup (MM 1964: 12), South Italian red figure (MM 1960: 1; 
1974:19, 24), Gnathian ware (MM _ 1964:13; 1974: 16-18; 
1978: 22), a Calenian bowl (MM 1965: 33), a Daunian askos 
(MM 1968:47), an Arretine bowl (MM 1962:8), vases from 
Petra (MM 1978: 18-21), an Achaemenid vase (MM 1974: 31), 
and a collection of 162 prehistoric and Sassanian sherds from 
Iran (MM 1958: 3). 

Apart from the gifts from the King and the Italic grave 
groups, only two larger collections have been acquired since 
1956: finds from the Swedish excavations at Rang Mahal, 
India (MM 1961: 24), and a collection of Cypriote vases from 
Antiquity (MM 1968: 112-119) and the Byzantine period (MM 
1968: 48-111, 120), bought from Eric von Post. 

Otherwise, the nearly 80 vases acquired from 1957 on- 
wards come from occasional gifts or purchases: an Early 
Minoan jug (MM 1966: 8), Minoan sherds from Knossos (MM 
1964: 24; 1972:2), an Attic Late Geometric amphora (MM 
1976: 11), Corinthian pottery (MM 1958: 12; 1960:2, 10, 14; 
1967: 2-3, 5; 1969: 25; 1975: 8; 1977: 1), an archaic alabastron 
from Samos (MM 1973: 17), Attic black figure (MM 1957: 16; 
1959: 4; 1968: 122; 1978: 8, 16; 1979: 9), Attic red figure (MM 
1960: 11; 1963:1), Attic white ground (MM_ 1960: 12; 
1965: 29), South Italian red figure (MM 1961:15; 1962: 11, 
13c; 1964: 1; 1965: 45; 1975: 10; 1979: 6), black glazed pottery 
(MM 1962: 13a; 1976:12), Daunian and Messapian pottery 
(MM_ 1977: 4-6; 1980:20), a Pergamene relief bowl (MM 
1967: 4), provincial Roman relief askoi (MM 1964: 14-15), a 
pilgrim bottle (MM 1970: 10), a terra sigillata cup from Asia 
Minor (MM_ 1973:2), African red slip ware plates (MM 
1973: 15; 1977: 3), undecorated Roman pottery (MM 1961: !1; 
1962:13b; 1963:16; 1973:5-7), a Punic amphora (MM 
1973:18), Cyprniote pottery (MM 1957:2; 1960: 13; 
1961: 12-13; 1962:12; 1964:25; 1972:1; 1977:2, 7), a vase 
from Hacilar (MM 1978: 27). Yortan pottery (MM 1979: 1-3), 
vases from Iran (MM 1959: 3; 1962: 15; 1978: 1-2, 4-7), and 
Islamic pottery (MM 1972:9, 11-12). 


Now, almost thirty years after its constitution, the Museum's 
Greek and Roman Department possesses a fairly representa- 
tive collection of vases. However, the distribution among 
different periods and styles is far from even. 

The Greek Neolithic is represented by a few sherds only. 
Of the Bronze Age cultures, there is little from Minoan Crete 
and virtually nothing from the Cyclades. Mycenean pottery, 
however, is well represented, particularly by the grave 
groups from Asine and Enkomi (Cyprus). There are a few 
Geometric vases, a small collection of East Greek (mainly 
material from Larisa on the Hermos), and a larger one of 
Corinthian pottery. Apart from small lekytho1, the number of 
Attic black and red figure vases is small. Gnathian ware 1s 
more frequent than South Italian red figure. Black glaze and 


Hellenistic pottery, finally, are represented mainly by im- 
ports to Cyprus, in the Cyprus Collections. 

The most important part of the collection is the Italian Iron 
Age and Archaic Etruscan material. In the many grave 
groups and the large number of occasional acquisitions, the 


Museum possesses a comprehensive collection in_ this 
sphere. Hellenistic Etruscan matenal is rarer, as is Roman 
pottery, which is represented mainly by undecorated vases 
and terra sigillata ware.

CORINTHIAN POTTERY 


by Mary Blomberg and Madeleine von Heland 


One hundred and thirty-six Corithian vases are presented, 
one hundred from Nationalmuseum and thirty-six from Me- 
delhavsmuseet. Eighty-five of those from Nationalmuseum 
were first studied by Madeleine von Heland for her master’s 
thesis, A Catalogue of the Corinthian Pottery at Nationalmu- 
seum, Stockholm, presented in 1965 at the University of 
Stockholm. Mary Blomberg researched the literature after 
1964, added fifteen vases (NM ant. 135, 836, 843, 864, 965, 
1271, 1273, 1294, 1319, 1320, 1329, 1348, 1350, 2155, and 
2191), and formulated the catalogue entries. The vases from 
Medelhavsmuseet are presented by Mary Blomberg. 

The vases are arranged according to their form in the same 
order as that used by Payne in Necrocorinthia. The two 
collections are especially rich in this respect, containing to- 
gether thirty different forms. The collections contain as well 
vases which can be attributed to ten painters: Dodwell, Drop, 
Geladakis, Kalauria, Laurion, Tiibingen Head-pyxides, 
Scale, Stockholm 1654, Sonderliste, and Torino, and to eight 
workshops or groups: Liebieghaus, Luxus, Lion, Panther- 
bird, Red Dot, Warrior, Wellcome sequence, and White 
Horse. 

On the profiles the upper and lower horizontal lines are 
terminated early at their right ends so as not to obscure the 
articulation of the rims and bases. In a few cases a line is 
entirely omitted for the same reason. 

We should like to thank Professor D. A. Amyx and Dr. C. 
W. Neeft for sharing their knowledge with us and Conserva- 
tor Carola Bohm for her help with the technical study of the 
krater from Medelhavsmuseet.

PROVENIENCE. Corinth. Bought from Professor Rousopoulos 
in Athens, 1869. 

DIMENSIONS. H. to spout 0.241, H. with handle 0.253; D. 
neck 0.051, greatest D. 0.171, D. foot 0.075; wall thickness at 
neck 0.005. 

CONDITION. Mended at the mouth, paint gone from large 
areas. 

TECHNICAL FEATURES. Buff clay with pink tone; dark brown 
paint with some sheen, in parts fired to reddish brown. 
SHAPE. Trefoil mouth, high concave neck, broad ribbon han- 
dle, ovoid body, low narrow ring foot.

DECORATION. Outside painted except for three reserved 
bands below the handle; handle reserved on the inside, four- 
teen horizontal stripes on the outside; inside and bottom 
unpainted. 

COMMENTS. Shape and decoration are typical for the Early 
Geometric period. Compare S. S. Weinberg, ‘Cross-Section 
of Corinthian Antiquities’, Hesperia 17, 1948, Pl. 71:B 3; 
Corinth VIl:1, Pl. 3:23 (for shape) and Pl. 3:26 (for decor). 
DATE. Early Geometric (about 900-850 B.C.).

PROVENIENCE. Corinth. Bought from Professor Rousopoulos 
in Athens, 1869. 
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DIMENSIONS. H 0.051; D. lip 0.025, D. neck 0.012, greatest D. 
0.039, D. foot 0.017; wall thickness at neck 0.003. 
CONDITION. Lip chipped in several places and mended where 
handle is attached, three large cracks in the body, much paint 
gone, Kooiv@ov in ink on the bottom. 

TECHNICAL FEATURES. Buff clay, light brown to black paint 
with little sheen, turning marks on the under surface of the 
lip. 

SHAPE. Broad lip with slight incline to the mouth, long nar- 
row neck, broad thin ribbon handle, well-defined shoulder, 
narrow ring foot. 

DECORATION. Lip top, seven narrow bands; one broad band 
on the neck; four vertical bands on the upper part of the 
handle and three horizontal bands below them; on the shoul- 
der, three spiral hooks to the left; on the body, eleven narrow 
bands and three broad bands, the lowest of which covers the 
foot. Bottom and inside unpainted. 

COMMENTS. Ovoid aryballos of intermediate type. See VS, 
pp. 73-75, Pl. 14: esp. no. 4; nos. 5-8 are from grave 1! at 
Phaleron whose most probable date is Middle Protocorinth- 
ian (R. S. Young, ‘Graves from the Phaleron Cemetery’, AJA 
46, 1942, pp. 32-33). See also Perachora I], pp. 9-12, PI. 
2:12, 13, 14, 23; S. S. Weinberg, ‘What is Protocorinthian 
Geometric Ware?’, AJA 45, 1941, pp. 37-39; CVA Oxford 2, 
Pl.

DIMENSIONS. H. 0.081; D. lip 0.031, D. neck 0.013, greatest 
D. 0.052, D. foot 0.017; wall thickness at neck 0.003. 
CONDITION. Handle chipped on one side, much paint gone, 
surface damage in several small spots. 

TECHNICAL FEATURES. Buff clay, light reddish brown to dark 
brown paint, no added colors. 

SHAPE. Pointed aryballos, broad lip with slightly convex top 
surface, tall narrow cylindrical neck, broad ribbon handle, 
flattened shoulder, ovoid body with high greatest diameter 
and concave near the foot, low torus foot, concave bottom 
with small projection in the center. 

DECORATION. Four bands on the lip top; a vertical band on 
either edge of the handle; three to five hooks to left on the 
shoulder or possibly three hooks with some other design in 
the intervals; on the body, six thin bands, a broad band, 
seven thin bands, four broad bands—the lowest covers the 
foot; bottom unpainted. 

COMMENTS. Typical example of Johansen’s subgeometric 
ovoid aryballos: VS, pp. 75—76, Pl. 15:2. See also Perachora 
II, Pl. 2:13, 24 and C. Albizzati, Vasi antichi dipinti del 
Vaticano I, Rome 1922, Pl. 1:24. 

DATE. Middle Protocorinthian II (about 675-650 B.C.).

DIMENSIONS. H. 0.060; D. lip 0.028, D. neck 0.012, greatest 
D. 0.039, D. foot 0.013; wall thickness at neck 0.002. 
CONDITION. Piece missing from the lip and replaced with 
plaster, paint missing in spots. 

TECHNICAL FEATURES. Buff clay with pink tone, dark brown 
to black paint with good sheen. 

SHAPE. Broad lip with very slight incline to the mouth; long 
narrow straight-sided neck; broad ribbon handle; ovoid body; 
small, but not excessively pointed torus foot. 

DECORATION. Lip top, broad band with a narrow band on 
either side, a band on the edge of the lip, possibly 5-6 bands 
on the neck, two horizontal bands on the handle, tongues on 
the shoulder. On the body, seven narrow bands, one broad 
band, three narrow bands, two rows of dots separated by a 
narrow band, six narrow bands, a slightly broader band, and 
a band on the foot ring.

On the outside, a narrow 
black band at the top and bottom, a row of sigmas in the 
handle zone, a broad black band with three superimposed 
bands (rwr) above and below the middle zone which has two 
rows of dots; the rows of dots are separated by a narrow band 
and are bounded above and below by three narrow bands; 
handles painted on their outer edges. The bottom is unpaint- 
ed, but has two incised circles near the edge.

COMMENTS. This pyxis, in the shape of its knob, convexity of 
the lid surface and increased concavity of its body wall, 
reflects the stage of development following those exemplified 
by the two foregoing pyxides NM ant. 427 (PI. 2,1) and NM 
ant. 2127 (Pl. 2,2), and is typical of the Early Corinthian 
period. The perfunctory character of the animal drawing and 
filling ornament does not contradict the dating indicated by 
the shape; many equally careless friezes have been found 
from this period; see Corinth VII: ii, Pls. 8, 9. Compare also

It is not certain that the lid, NM 
ant. 41 A (Pi. 15,11) belongs. 

SHAPE. Short straight-sided neck, vertical cylindrical han- 
dies, globular body, concave stem with unbroken contour (no 
angle at the base). 

DECORATION. Inside of the neck, black. Outside neck, black; 
handles painted on their outer surfaces; on the body, a red 
band, a black band, an animal frieze, red band, black band, 
broad black band which may have had superimposed bands, 
four narrow bands—the third down seems to be red; on the 
stem, a broad black band with perhaps superimposed red 
bands, a red band near the bottom edge.

On one side of the frieze, a siren with outspread wings 
facing right flanked by confronting animals—a siren on the 
left and a sphinx on the night.

TECHNICAL FEATURES. Buff clay with pink tone, added red 
and white, incisions. 

SHAPE. Thick overhanging flat-topped rim with projecting 
plates over the looped cylindrical handles, broad neck with 
slightly smaller diameter at the top, high greatest diameter 
and steeply tapering base, high flaring ring foot with bevelled 
edge. 

DECORATION. Inside black; rim top and sides have oblique 
zigzags; a stylized lotus-palmette on each plate; handles and 
neck black; inscribed alternating black and white tongues on 
the body at the base of the neck. In the upper frieze on both 
sides between the handle roots, confronting horsemen on 
either side of a quadriga with driver. Added red on the torsos 
of the riders and on the necks and hindquarters of their 
horses. An inscription between each pair of horses attached 
to the quadriga (see Fig. 164). Stylized lotus-palmette under 
each handle with added red on the lotus bases and flowers. A 
frieze of animals with a red band above and below; in the 
frieze, a panther on the left facing a goat, repeated five times; 
added red on the necks, bellies and hindquarters of the 
animals. Below the frieze, a broad black band, a narrow red 
band and then a zone of rays. The foot ring is black; bottom 
unpainted. 

COMMENTS. By a painter with stylistic affinities to the paint- 
ers in the White Horses Group, especially the Amphiaraos 
and the Andromeda Painters. Compare F. Lorber, Inschrif- 
ten auf Korinthischen Vasen, Berlin 1979, Pl. 38:125, PI. 
21:91 and CVA Italia 57 Fiesole 1, Pl. 4 (=Italia Pl. 2516). 
For the most recent book on Corinthian kraters see T. Bakir, 
Der Kolonnetten-Krater in Korinth und Attika zwischen 625 
und 550 v. Chr., Wirzburg 1974. According to Bakir’s classi- 
fication, the Stockholm krater would belong to Group 4, 
subgroup A, pp. 50 & 65. The validity of Bakir’s distinctions 
for painting styles is open to question.

ITALIAN IRON AGE AND ARCHAIC ETRUSCAN POTTERY 


by Charlotte Thune Malmgren and Charlotte Wikander 


The collection of Italian prehistoric pottery earlier than the 
Iron Age comprises three groups of sherds, none of which is 
included in this fascicule. Five handle fragments of Terre- 
mare vessels (MM SHM 6565B: 122-125 and 227) come from 
the collection of Oscar Montelius. A stratigraphical sequence 
of sherds from the acropolis of Lipari (MM _ 1956: 198-205) 
includes material from the following cultures and styles: Ca- 
pri (12 sherds), Serra d’Alto (6 sherds), Diana (27 sherds), 
Piano Conte (3 sherds), Capo Graziano (25 sherds), Milaz- 
zese (15 sherds), Ausonian I (14 sherds) and Ausonian II (32 
sherds). A collection of prehistoric sherds from Sicily (MM 
1956: 206—208) includes material from the following cultures: 
Stentinello (12 sherds from Siracusa), Serraferlicchio (5 
sherds from Agrigento), and Grotta del Conso (7 sherds from 
Canicattini Bagni, Siracusa). These two groups constitute 
part of the ‘‘Italian exchange’’, as do seven Iron Age and 
Archaic vases from Locri (MM 1956: 210-214, 222) and Torre 
Galli (MM 1956: 220), not included in this fascicule. 

The material presented here all comes from Central Italy. 
It comprises Iron Age and early Archaic vases from Etruria 
and Latium down to the end of the sixth century, Etruscan 
black figure being reserved for a later fascicule. Deliberately 
excluded from publication are the following items: the terra- 
cotta lid of a biconical ash urn imitating a bronze helmet (MM 
1964: 3); a Latial hut urn (MM _ 1964: 20); thirty bucchero 
Sherds from the collection of Oscar Montelius (MM SHM 
20785: 5, 11); 140 Etruscan sherds from San Giovenale, in- 
cluding inter alia parts of two globular jars of red impasto 
(MM 1957: 14; 1960: 15 a-e); an Etrusco-Corinthian alabas- 
tron on permanent loan in Goteborg (MM 1956: 17); a Latial 
Iron Age grave group from Fosso del Truglio (Pascolaro) near 
Castel Gandolfo (MM_ 1957: 5-12); seven Archaic Etruscan 
grave groups: Cerveten, the Sorbo necropolis, Tombs 33 
(MM 1956: 144-145) and 299 (MM 1956: 148-151); Cerveteri, 
the Banditaccia necropolis, Tomb 65 (MM _ 1956: 187-196); 
Cerveteri, the Monte Abatone necropolis, Tomb 282 (MM 
1959, 12-13, 15—43); Vulci, excavations of the Societa Her- 
cle, Tombs 25 (MM 1965: I-8, 10-22), 72 (MM 1965: 27-28) 
and 147 (MM _ 1965: 38-43). All these grave groups have al- 
ready been published, more or less adequately; for complete 
bibliographical references, see O. Wikander, ‘The Compara- 
tive Collection.

The impasto and bucchero vases from Medelhavsmuseet and 
Nationalmuseum in Stockholm are, with a few exceptions, 
without known provenience or findcontext. Consequently, it 
is difficult to assign them to a precise period and the dates 
given should be regarded as tentative. Most of the vases 
belong to types known in Etruria and Latium, the only excep- 
tions being MM 1960:9 (PI. 29,1-2), MM 1964:5 (Pl. 29,3) 


NM ant. 2046 (PI. 31,3), and which may originate from the 
Picene area. 

Italic impasto is made of fairly coarse clay, fired at low 
temperatures. The colour varies according to the firing condi- 
tions, from black and grey to brown and red. The surface ts 
often burnished. While early impasto is handmade, the later 
shapes are often turned on the wheel. The late, black impasto 
is difficult to distinguish from bucchero, differing only in the 
slightly coarser clay and the core, which its not fired black 
(‘buccheroid impasto’). For a recent discussion on Iron Age 
and Etruscan pottery cf. I.E.M. Edlund, ‘Iron Age and 
Etruscan Vases in the Olcott Collection at Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York’ in JAPS 70, 1980, pp. 45 ff. 

Bucchero, the characteristic ware of Etruria, is made of 
levigated clay, always turned on the wheel and fired black (or 
later, grey or greyish black). The shapes are either derived 
from impasto shapes or influenced or copied from Greek 
prototypes. Early bucchero, in southern Etrunia, is thin- 
walled, the shapes elegant (‘bucchero sottile’). Later, the 
walls tend to become thicker, the shapes heavier, often with 
plastic decoration (‘bucchero pesante’). The production cen- 
tres seem to move northwards, cf. Ramage, Studies, pp. 1-4, 
and Rasmussen, Bucchero, pp. 1-7, for an introduction to 
early bucchero.

Flaring foot, ovoid body, low flaring neck, torus- 
shaped rim. Two vertical handles placed fairly low on shoul- 
der to neck. 

DECORATION. On foot and lowest part of body a tongue 
pattern of alternating dark red and light brown rounded 
tongues. Above, a zone painted light brown with buff and 
dark red horizontal bands. On body scales-pattern incised on 
light brown to orange-brown paint. The top row of scales 
extend onto a buff-coloured band. Each scale contains a dark 
red blob. Below handles a single incised guilloche band on 
light brown paint executed with a deep coarse incision and 
dark red paint. Compass marks visible in several places. 
Shoulder buff with a frieze of six birds, three on each side of 
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the vase. Light brown paint used for bodies, heads, necks, 
and legs; on the wings a large red compact circle. Fairly 
coarse and careless incision used to delineate lower contours 
of wings, the red circles on the wings, the eyes, and, on all 
but one of the birds, the curve between neck and body. 
Between neck and shoulder a dark red horizontal band. Rim, 
neck, and handles painted brown. 

COMMENTS. Both this amphora and MM 1962:6 (PI. 40,4—5) 
belong to the stylistically latest group of Caeretan *‘amforoni 
squamati’’ with strong ties to the Bearded Sphinx Painter, 
considered, however, transferred from Vulci to Caere. Cf. J. 
G. Szilagyi, ‘Considerazioni sulla ceramica etrusco-corinzia 
di Vulci: risultati e problemi’, in La civilta arcaica di Vulci e 
la sua espanzione, Atti del X Convegno di Studi Etruschi e 
Italici, Firenze 1977, pp. 51-54; G. Colonna, ‘La ceramica 
etrusco-corinzia e la problematica storica dell’Orientaliz- 
zante recente in Etruria’, ArchCl 13, 1961, p. 11; Gli Etruschi 
e Cerveteri pp. 88, 182, no. 33. Our vases should be included 
in the third group of ‘‘scaly amphoras’’, that of the ‘‘stile pe- 
sante’’; it is, however, unusual to find the main decoration 
restricted to birds only. The vases of the ‘‘stile pesante’’ 
usually have only one animal frieze, while the other two 
(‘stile miniaturistico”’ and ‘‘stile allungato’’) carry two. The 
many close parallels and the general appearance of our vases 
make their authenticity probable, even if the dark red paint 
probably has been retouched.

DECORATION. On foot and lowest part of body a tongue 
pattern of alternating dark red and light brown rounded 
tongues. Upper parts of dark red tongues seem obviously 
retouched with modern paint. A mistake, seemingly original, 
has been made in the arrangement of the tongue pattern, 
placing at one point two dark red tongues next to each other. 
Above, a zone painted light brown with buff and dark red 
horizontal bands. On body scales-pattern incised on light 
brown to orange-brown paint. The top row of scales extends 
onto a buff-coloured band and misses the dark red central 
blob contained in the other scales. Several mistakes made in 
the incision. Below handles a single incised guilloche band on 
light brown paint executed with coarse incision and dark red 
paint. Compass marks visible in several places. In one case 
the draughtsman has made a mistake in the compass-draw- 
ing, making a large part of a full circle instead of breaking the 
line to allow for the next strand of the guilloche. Shoulder 
buff with a frieze of six birds, three on each side of the vase. 
The frieze is considerably lower than on MM 1962: 5, Pi. 40, 
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2-3: c. 0.045-0.052 and c. 0.065-0.07 respectively. Birds’ 
bodies consequently lower and more elongated, but executed 
in the same manner with light brown paint, red circles on the 
wings, and incision used for contours of wings, eyes, and 
curve between neck and body. Between neck and shoulder of 


vase a dark red horizontal band. Rim, neck, and handles 
painted brown.
